Applicant's amendments after-final do not overcome the grounds of rejection set forth in 

* 

the Office action mailed June 30, 2004. The addition of the word "coupling" to the claims (i.e., 
"anti-ferromagnetic coupling material" represents new matter. The specification only provides 
support for a Ru layer overlying the SI magnetic layer, not the broadly claimed "anti- 
ferromagnetic coupling material." 

Furthermore, the amendment of the claims replacing "diffuses" with "being diffused" 
does not change the fact that the limitation regarding the introduction of Cr into the top magnetic 
layer via a diffusion process is still a process limitation. In the absence of evidence that the 
specific method used to obtain a top magnetic layer containing Cr is critical, the art rejections of 
record have been maintained.
